oceurred in North Szvchuen Road the 
previgus night. As‘a result of thé oceur- 
renee two young Portuguese, a man ond 
n girl, eame to their end, ond tho in- 
vextigutions carried out by Mr. Barjona 
de Freitas, tho Consul-General, and the 
Consulute staff, placed if beyond: doubt 
that it was the outcome of an_ wnfortu + 
nate love affair. 

The scone’ of the. tragedy was a row 
of semi-forcign houses leading from North 
Srechuen Roud Extension, a ‘short dis- 
tunce befere. Barebet “Road is reached. 
In one’ of theso houves lived the male 
deceased, M.A. Gamez, who was ‘cm: 
ployed adn clerk in the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank, -oged about twenty. five, 
while two doors away lived Celeste Gou- 
larte, 9 girl who had. searecly reached 
seventeen yenrsvat age, For about _o 
yéar they. had ;been engaged, but tows 
than wu fortnight ago the engagement was 
broken off.; Goinev. ix suid. to. have been 
jéolous of ‘the nttentions paid to Mis« 
Goularte by other young Portuguese, and 
this seems to: havo affected him to such 
a.dogree thet on Monday night he deter- 
mined to take ber dife. The means to 
do fa ny a his hand, for being 1 mem- 
ber: of the’ Portuguesa Co., S.V.C., he 
possesacd a rifle and ammunition.

o'clock on ‘Monday night (23rd -ult.). the 
girl appears to have been resting.gn tbo 
bed‘there, when Gomez entered. At-finst 
his' appearance did not ercate much 
alorm, but within o few minutes the 
houschold. waa thrown into ao state of 
consternation.
